""PRE  new  telephone  llh 

1  Vancouver  and  Victoria  will  be 
operating  in  February  next,  accord- 
ing to  Major  James  H.  Hamilton, 
vice-president  and  general  manager 
of  the  British  Columbia  Telephone 
Company,  who  was  In  the  city  yes- 
terday to  meet  the  directors  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

In  discussing  the  proposal  with 
The  Colonist .  Major  Hamilton 
pointed  out  that  the  necessary  land 
lines  work  was  making  good  prog- 
ress, in  anticipation  of  the  shipping 
of  the  cable  from  the  Old  Country. 
Three  repeater  stations  will  be  re- 
quired en  route,  at  Point  Roberts. 
Mayne  Island  and  8wartz  Bay.  and 
these  buildings  have  been  erected, 
the  Mayne  Island  one  being  largest, 
owing  to  the  desire  to  store  ma- 
terial there,  whioh  Is  not  necessary 
In  those  stations  which  can  be 
reached  by  road  from  Vancouver 
and  Victoria.  The  delicate  apparatus 
for  repeating  in  these  buildings  has 
called  for  a  special  heating  equip- 
ment, as  the  temperature  must  be 
maintained  constant  for  the  instru- 
ments to  operate. 

The  vice-president  pointed  out 
that  the  land  lines  entailed  special 
work,  owing  to  the  extensive  splic- 
ing necessary.

Technical  work  on  this  new  cable 
differs  radically  from  that  of  the 
existing  cables.  At  the  present  time 
there  are  two  submarine  cables  be- 
tween Point  Orey  and  Nanalmo. 
while  another,  laid  early  In  1927. 
lies  between  Point  Orey  and  the 
Saanich  Peninsula  via  Oallano  and 
Salt  Spring  Island,  thus  giving  a 
fairly  direct  route  to  Victoria.  The 
new  cable  will  extend  from  Point 
Roberts  to  the  Saanich  Peninsula, 
via  Mayne  Island 

The  three  existing  cables,  consist- 
ing of  twelve  conductors,  provide  a 
total  of  twelve  talking  circuits,  but 
the  cable  which  will  be  laid  this 
year  will  contain  thirty-six  speech 

CUTTING  DOWN  LENGTH 

On  the  Point  Orey-Nanalmo  route 
there  is  an  unbroken  stretch  of 
about  thirty-two  miles  of  submarine 
cable,  while  on  the  Point  Grey- 
Saanlch  route  the  longest  stretch  Is 
twenty-eight  miles  long  On  the  new 
route  the  longest  piece  of  under- 
water cable  will  be  slightly  over 
twelve  miles  long  The  distance  from 
Vancouver  to  Victoria  by  it  will  be 
74  13  miles  as  contrasted  with  815 
miles  by  the  present  direct  Victoria 
circuits

North  German  Ship  Bremen 
Delayed  Over  Two  Days 
by  Huge  Seas  and  Tem- 
pestuous Winds

NaTW  YORK.  I*ec  13  The  North 
German  liner  Bremen,  speed  queen 
of  the  Atlantic,  docked  at  her  Brook- 
lyn pier  today,  three  days  late  in 
her  crossing  from  Cherbourg  be- 
cause of  a  battle  against  a  gale  of 
such  proportions  as  never  before  ex- 
perienced by  Captain  Leopold  Zelg- 
enbein  in  all  his  days  on  the 
northern  seas. 

Waves  fifty  feet  high  and  a  howl- 
ing gale  reduced  the  run  of  the 
Bremen,  transatlanUc  record  holder, 
on  one  day  to  a  mere  120  miles.  She 
usually  makes  700  miles  a  day 

Captain  Zlegenbeln  said  the  storm 
lasted  nearly  the  entire  voyage 
retarding  the  liner's  time  to  seven 
days  and  seven  hours,  whereas  she 
usually  makes  the  trip  In  less  than 
five  days. 

Reports  that  ten  or  more  pas- 
sengers suffered  serious  injuries  by 
being  knocked  about,  by  the  storm 
were  denied  by  the  North  OJerman 
Lloyd  Line  officials,  who  said  that 
Mr.  Otto  Paschlen.  of  Mount  Ver- 
non. N  Y.,  was  the  only  passenger 
injured  and  he  only  slightly  Ven- 
tilators and  stanchions  were  broken 
by  the  heavy  waves  which  washed 
over  the  Bremen  s  bow  and  several 
doors  were  reported  shattered  by 
furniture  sliding  about. 

The  Bremen  was  the  third  big 
liner  from  Europe  in  the  last  two 
days  which  encountered  the  severe 
North  Atlantic  storm.  The  liners 
Berengarla  and  France  docked  yes- 
terday, two  days  late.  Both  were 
scarred  by  the  huge  waves  A  cook 
on  the  Berengarla  was  injured,  but 
none  was  hurt  on  the  France. 

Coastwise  shipping  was  delayed 
today  by  a  heavy  fog  and  vesseLs 
entering  the  harbor  proceeded  with 
caution  and  delay.

WASHINGTON.  Dec.  13— The

Mr  Carmichael,  reviewing  the 
steps  taken  by  the  committee,  said 
that  a  number  of  the  largest  cities 
In  Canada  and  the  United  States 
had  been  written  to  with  the  object 
of  collecting  data  regarding  cost  ol 
construction  and  possibilities  of 
revenue. 

It  was  while  this  material  was 
being  gathered  together  that  the 
Arena  at  the  Willows  had  been  de- 
stroyed by  fire,  and  the  question  of 
a  dual  purpose  building  had  imme- 
diately arisen.  Upon  the  request 
of  the  committee.  Mr.  Prank  Pat- 
rick had  come  ovVr  from  Vancou- 
ver and  had  given  it  as  his  opinion 
that  a  dual  purpose  biUldlng  was 
entirely  feasible,  as  such  a  building 
could  be  used  for  skating  during 
five  months  of  the  year  and  as 
an  auditorium  during  the  remaining 
seven  months. 

A  CIVIC  PROBLEM 

"The  Information  which  had  been 
collected,"  explained  Mr.  Car- 
michael "showed  conclusively  tnat 
an  auditorium  would  not  pay  its 
way  from  the  point  of  view  of  rev- 
enue. It  Is  possible  that  a  small 
margin  of  profit  might  be  made 
from  a  dual  purpose  building;  bin 
It  Is  emphatically  the  ophilon  of 
your  committee  that  this  much- 
needed  building  must  be  a  civic 
problem,  and  It  Is  our  desire  thai 
the  directorate  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  after  du.->  consideration 
of  the  enterprise,  should  bring  the 
matter  forcefully  belore  the  City 
Council." 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Car- 
mlchael's  report,  Mr.  P.  B.  Fowler, 
president  of  the  chamber,  congratu- 
lated the  committee  on  behalf  of 
the  board  of  directors  on  the 
amount  of  energy  and  care  which 
had  been  brought  to  bear  on  the  In- 
vestigation.

Mr  G.  M  Billings,  who  Is  re- 
linquishing his  post  as  headmaster 
of  the  University  School,  has  seen 
during  his  two  years'  association 
with  that  educational  institution 
marked  growth.  During  the  pres- 
ent term  fifty  new  boarders  were 
enrolled  and.  despite  the  tvto  new 
dormitories  added,  the  number  of 
boarders  has  now  reached  the  max- 
imum which  the  existing  buildings 
can  accommodate. 

Before  coming  to  Victoria,  Mr. 
Billings  had  held  for  twenty  years 
a  post  ucder  the  Shanghai  Munlcl- 
pnl  Council  in  educational  work, 
and  he  had  also  participated  in 
other  activities  of  a  public  char- 
acter of  vital  concern  to  the  welfare 
of  that  community.  In  what  he 
and  the  staff  undrr  him  have  been 
able  to  accomplish  at  the  University 
School  during  the  past  two  years 
there  is  much  for  congratulation. 

Mr  Billings  had  been  interested 
in  the  fortunes  of  this  school  for 
over  ten  years  past.  Indeed  since 
1918.  when  he  visited  Victoria  on 
educational  business  on  behalf  of 
the  Shanghai  Municipal  Council. 
He  then  met  Rev.  W  W  Bolton, 
who  subsequently  visited  Mr  Bill- 
ings In  Shanghai  and  expressed  the 
hope  that  he  would  consider  favor- 
ably the  offer  of  the  headmas  cr- 
shlp  of  the  University  School  if  it 
were  made  to  him.

So  long  as  Injustice  prevails  the  question  of  the 

treatment  of  the  returned  soldiers  by  the  Federal 
Government  Is  bound  to  recur.  It  was  brought 
up  recently  In  striking  fashion  by  a  message 
from  Sir  Arthur  Currle  to  the  annual  gathering 
of  the  Canadian  Legion.  That  message  has  at 
last  evoked  an  answer  from  Mr.  Mackenzie  King, 
the  Prime  Minister  He  says,  "if  the  situation  is 
not  adequately  met  we  must  go  over  It  again 
until  we  meet  the  situation  in  a  way  that  will  be 
considered  fair  by  the  majority  of  the  people." 
This  answer  implies  a  doubt  where  no  doubt 
exists.  The  grievances  of  the  returned  soldiers 
are  self-evident.  Many  of  them  are  victims  of 
an  unsympathetic  officialdom.  The  whole  prob- 
lem rests  in  the  hands  of  the  Government,  and 
particularly  in  those  of  the  Minister  responsible 
for  pensions  and  re-establlshment.  In  the  long 
years  that  have  passed  since  the  War  ended 
there  has  been  ample  time  for  a  solution  satis- 
factory to  those  whose  life  and  health  and  for- 
tunes are  involved. 

The  present  Government  Is  not  liquidating  the 
debt  of  honor  which  arose  out  of  the  Great  War. 
It  pats  Itself  on  the  back  because  of  the  Industry 
of  Canadian  citizenship  is  making  for  prosperity. 
It  boasts  of  surpluses  out  of  the  taxation  which 
it  has  inflicted  on  the  people.  Mr.  King  himself 
la  never  tired  of  reiterating  that  all  Is  for  the 
best  In  the  best  of  all  possible  countries.  All  can 
never  be  for  the  best  while  the  cause  of  the  re- 
turned soldiers  is.  in  any  respect,  regarded  with 
Indifference.  The  Government,  wherever  a  loop- 
hole has  arisen,  has  escaped  from  the  obligation 
of  paying  pensions  to  those  who  have  been 
broken  by  the  war.  It  has  seen  poverty  and  dis- 
comfort among  its  veterans.  It  collects  money 
cheerfully  because  of  reparation  payments  but 
gives  with  a  discriminating  hand  to  those  who 
staked  their  existence  on  behalf  of  their  country. 

All  the  facts  of  the  situation  respecting  the 
returned  soldiers  ar.e  in  the  hands  of  the  Govern- 
ment. There  is  no  need  whatever  for  a  Royal 
Commission  to  Inquire  Into  the  growing  volume 
of  complaint*.  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  says  that  "if" 
the  situation  is  not  adequately  met  it  will  be 
met  "In  a  way  that  will  be  considered  fair  by  the 
majority  of  the  people."  He  has  only  to  consult 
the  record  of  the  Department  of  Pensions  and 
Re-establishment  to  •scertafn  the  injustice  in 
process.  This  matter  Is  one  that  should  engage 
the*  attention  of  Parliament  and  should  be 
pressed  home  until  the  Government  is  converted 
to  a  sense  of  its  responsibilities  as  the  Interpreter 
of  public  opinion.  The  word  of  honor  of  the 
country  Is  at  stake.  Those  who  went  overseas 
were  promised  that  they  should  not  suffer  In 
their  civilian  life  because  of  their  sacrifice  in  a 
time  of  emergency.  The  gravamen  of  the  pres- 
ent charge  is  that  many  are  suffering.  Justice 
has  been  meted  out  In  some  cases,  but  by  no 
means  in  all,  for  thqusands  still  suffer  and  re- 
main as  a  reproach  to  the  ingratitude  of  official- 
dom. The  Government  deals  with  the  problem 
as  involving  so  many  "Ifs."  There  is  no  "if"  at 
all.  it  is  a  condition,  not  a  hypothetical  question 
that  confronts  the  country.  It  Is  Parliament 
that  should  force  the  Government  to  recognize 
to  the  full  the  country's  duty  to  those  who  fought 
and  bled  and  suffered  on  Its  behalf.

Lord  Beaverbrook,  who  recently  put  forward  a 
proposal  for  Empire  Free  Trade  claims  to  be  en- 
couraged by  the  character  of  its  reception. 
He  asks  that  the  idea  should  continue  to  be  dis- 
cussed as  apart  from  and  above  the  ordinary 
political  party  divisions  Whatever  the  merits 
of  the  proposal  It  is  one  that  could  only  be 
brought  about  by  the  efflux  of  time  and  after 
much  arrangement  and  discussion.

It  is  that  rock  upon  which  the  policy  as  enun- 
ciated by  Lord  Beaverbrook  seems  destined  to 
spilt  for  the  time  being.  It  is  a  conception,  how- 
ever, which  will  gather  strength,  and  we  believe 
that  Its  proponent  has  visualized  the  obstacles 
that  exist  and  is  prepared  to  point  out  ways  and 
means  by  which  they  may  be  overcome.  The 
basis  on  which  the  proposals  are  founded  is  as 
follows: 

1.  The  territories  of  the  British  Empire  are 
capable  of  producing  all  that  Its  Inhabitant*  re- 
quire artd  much  more  than  they  have  at  present 

2.  The  right  way  to  bring  this  about  Is  to  turn 
the  Empire  into  one  vast  assured  market  for  Im- 
perial producers,  with  Free  Trade  within  its 
boundaries  and  a  tariff  wall  about  it  to  keep  out 
the  foreign  competition  which  makes  organiza- 
tion for  maas  production  impossible. 

3.  Imperial  supplies  of  food  are  sufficient  to 
make  unwarrantable  the  assumption  that  this 
scheme  will  lead  to  an  increase  of  prices  In  Great 
Britain. 

4.  It  will  be  possible  to  make  arrangements  be- 
tween the  lhdustrlps  of  Oreat  BrlUln  and  those 
of  the  Dominions  so  that  all  shall  share  equally 
In  the  new  opportunities  thus  created 

The  great  outstanding  merit  In  the  Beaver- 
brook proposal  Is  the  Idea  of  making  the  Empire 
self-supporting.  That  U  a  goal,  the  desirability 
of  which  was  one  of  the  chief  leasons  of  the  Oreat 
War.

CHICAOO.  Dec.  13. — A  thirty- 
year-old  scienUst,  Dr.  Isadore  8. 
Falk,  of  the  University  of  Chicago, 
has  announced  the  successful  isola- 
tion of  the  germ .  that  causes 
Influenza. 

Dr.  Falk.  professor  of  hygiene  and 
bacteriology,  began  his  search  for 
the  influema  germ  a  year  ago  yes- 
terday and  succeeded  ln  Isolating  it 
on  September  30.  During  the  course 
of  the  experiment*,  it  wu  learned, 
the  thirteen  co-workers,  as  well  ns 
Dr.  Flak  himself,  were  victims  of  the 
dLsease  Uiey  sought  to  conquer. 

With  the  announcement  of  lsola- 
Uon  of  the  germ,  hope  was  tx- 
pressed  that  vaccine  or  antitoxin 
might  be  developed  that  would  bring 
Influenza  and  certain  types  of  com- 
mon colds  and  bronchitis  under 
control. 

The  Influenza  germ.  Dr.  Falk  tald. 
Is  of  the  plemorphic  streptococcus 
type,  resembling  a  string  of  pearls 
not  well  mate  lied,  such  as  "might 
have  been  strung  by  a  child." 
ROUGH  GERM 8  VIRULENT 

The  germs  colonize  in  clumps, 
rough  and  smooth.  The  rough 
clumps  are  the  more  virulent.  Dr. 
Falk  said.  The  Bmooth  one*,  he 
believes,  produce  common  colds  of 
the  sore  throat  type.

That  most  parents,  including 
those  who  were  not  associated  with 
the  church,  were  desirous  of  re- 
ligious education  for  their  children, 
and  that  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment would  be  warranted  In  the  not 
far  distant  future  ln  Introducing 
the  reading  of  the  Scriptures  in  the 
schools,  was  the  opinion  expressed 
by  Dean  Qualnton.  of  Christ  Church 
Cathedral,  when  Interviewed  by  The 
Colonist  regarding  the  withdrawal 
of  the  cathedral  weekday  school  of 
religious  education. 

This  school  has  been  carried  on 
with  considerable  success,  as  was 
reported  in  a  recent  issue  of  The 
Colonist,  for  nearly  five  years,  dur- 
ing which  period  an  average  of 
about  seventy-five  children  had 
taken  advantage  after  school  hours 
of  a  course  in  religious  Instruction, 
worship  and  recreation.  The  ex- 
tension of  the  public  school  hour 
from  3  to  3:30  o'clock,  in  Grades  7 
and  8.  the  development  or  organized 
school  sports  and  the  pressure  of 
children's  engagements  with  music 
and  other  cultural  activities  had 
broken  ln  upon  the  plan  and  greatly 
lessened  the  attendance.  While  the 
parents  appreciated  what  was  being  j 
lone,  it  was  decided  after  consulta- 
tion with  them  to  close  the  school 
or  tiic  present. 

Commenting  on  the  withdrawal 
of  this  earnest  effort  to  bring  re-  I 
uglous  Instruction  into  the  dally 
life  of  the  young  people.  Dean 
Qualnton  said  it  was  most  unfor-  | 
tunate  that  in  British  Columbia  so 
little  provision  was  made  in  state 
educaUon  for  culture  in  religion. 
The  use  of  the  Lord's  Prayer  alone 
was  permissible.  The  child,  he  said, 
was  bound  to  get  the  impression 
that  there  was  room  for  almost 
everything  on  the  curriculum  but 
the  uplifting  influence  of  the  dally 
reading  of  the  Scriptures.  The  al- 
Viost  entire  absence  of  positive  re- 
ligious training  in  the  national 
school  was  disastrous,  according  to 
the  Dean,  for  national  life,  spiritual 
education  was  essential  to  morality 
and  for  that  character  building, 
without  which  good  citizenship 
could  not  be  maintained. 

When  asked  as  to  the  general  sit- 
uation as  to  religious  education,  the 
Dean  called  attention  to  the  in- 
creasingly high  standard  of  the 
training  now  being  given  in  the 
Sunday  schools,  though  there  was 
still  a  deplorable  inefficiency  in 
teaching  methods.  The  conviction 
was  growing,  he  believed,  that  the 
work  of  the  churches  should  be  sup- 
plemented by  Bible  reading  ln  the 
schools.  There  waa  a  greater  de- 
gree of  unity  in  British  Columbia 
upon  this  matter  than  was  com- 
monly believed,  and  the  large  ma- 
jority of  church  people  woidd  be 
found  in  favor  of  it.

A  suggesUon  that  Rockland  Ave- 
nue be  designated  as  an  axterial 
highway,  was  made  to  the  City 
Police  Commission  yesterday,  by 
Mr  R  F  Castle,  who  considered 
that  such  a  proposal.

Chief  Fry  said  Rockland  Avenue 
was  Just  a  residential  street,  and 
could  not  be  called  an  arterial  high- 
way There  had  been  complaints 
concerning  the  comer  of  Linden  and 
Rockland,  but  an  Ivy  hedge  at  that 
corner  had  been  cut  down,  and 
other  Improvements  tending  to 
lessen  the  danger  there,  had  been 
made   he  declared. 

Commissioner  Walter  E.  8tane- 
land  favored  certain  port  lo  .is  of 
Rockland  Avenue  being  made 
arterial  highways.

Traffic  Inspector  Boulton  stated 
that  the  traffic  squad  had  main- 
tained a  vigilant  patrol  of  the  city's 
streets,  paying  special  attention  to 
the  speeding  or  reckless  driving  of 
motor  vehicles,  having  in  mind  at 
all  times  the  safety  of  pedestrians, 
and  the  traffic  lanes  clear  of  ob- 
struction.

MADRID  (By  Mall)  —During  the 
last,  ten  years  Spain  has  proved  her- 
self one  of  the  most  backward 
countries  in  shipbuilding  for  pur- 
poses of  trade,  while  at  the  same 
time  she  has  been  making  a  mag- 
nificent and  costly  effort  to  create 
a  navy  with  a  view  to  regaining  her 
former  rank  at  sea. 

Although  the  yards  at  Bilbao  can 
handle  craft  up  to  35.000  tons  reg- 
ister, the  cost  of  building  Is  30  per 
cent  higher  than  In  other  European 
countries.  Nor  Is  a  system  of  Gov- 
ernment premiums,  which  enables 
contractors  to  recoup  most  of  this 
difference,  proving  sufficient  to 
stimulate  the  Industry. 

In  Dictatorial  communiques  much 
capital  ha.s  been  made  of  the  sale 
over  a  year-  ago  of  two  Spanish- 
built  cruisers  to  the  Argentine  Gov- 
ernment. The  only  way  Spain  ap- 
pears to  be  able  to  build  warships 
is  under  a  costly  system  of  protec- 
tion and  privilege,  and  the  only  way 
he  Is  able  to  sell  them  Is  by  her- 
self financing  the  sale,  as  when 
she  lent  100.000.000  pesetas  to  the 
Argentine  Government  for  the 
purchase  of  the  cruisers  mentioned 
Italy,  while  possessing  neither  iron 
nor  coal  to  the  same  extent  as 
Spain,  is  successful  in  shipbuilding, 
and  it  is  therefore  alleged  that  no 
reason  exists  why  Spain  should  not 
eventually  become  a  real  shipbuild- 
ing country.

A  delightful  lecture  on  the  Carol 
which  formed  an  admirable  prepar- 
ation lor  listening  to  music  whi»  Ii 
will  be  much  heard  In  church  and 
recital  lull  during  the  next  few 
weeks,  was  given  last  night,  at  Mo- 
I  mortal  Hall,  by  Mr  8taiiley  Bulley. 
!  A.R.C.O.,  organist  and  choirmaster 
at  Christ  Church  Cathedral.  De- 
livered in  an  Intimate  and  uncon- 
ventional manner,  and  with  illus- 
trations of  some  of  the  carol  types 
given  by  six  of  the  cathedral  cholr 
boys.  the  address  and  many  of  Us 
arguments  became  part  of  the  ex- 
i  cience  of  the  audience,  particu- 
larly after  they  had  Joined  in  the 
refrains  of  some  of  the  numbers. 

Mr.  Bulley  reviewed  the  history 
of  the  carol  and  the  social  condi- 
tions of  the  people  among  whom 
this  type  of  song  had  Us  origin.  I 
Contrary  to  much  erroneous  opinion.  I 
the  carol  as  known  today,  was  of 
comparatively  modern  origin,  au- 
thorities having  definitely  fixed  the 
date  of  the  earliest  carols  In  the 
fifteenth  century.  The  fact  that  It 
was  based  on  the  dance,  and  de- 
veloped out  of  the  dance,  was  prob- 
ably responsible  for  its  tardy  ap- 
pearance, for  In  common  with  the 
ballatio  and  saltatlo  the  "caraula" 
had  at  an  early  date  been  forbidden 
by  the  clergy  as  signifying  something 
evil.  By  the  fourteenth  century, 
however,  the  word  had  lost  its  ob- 
jectionable significance.  The  sur- 
render of  the  clergy  to  the  use  of 
the  carol  was  attributed  by  Mr. 
Bulley  to  the  failure  of  the  cosmo- 
politan church  to  meet  the  con- 
scious requirements  of  a  new  na- 
tion, although  on  the  other  hand, 
its  recognition  was  also  a  sign  of 
the  emancipation  of  the  people 
"from  the  old  purltanlsm  which  had 
denounced  the  dance  and  the  drama 
and  communal  singing,  and  warned 
against  the  tendency  of  the  people 
to  disport  themselves  in  church  on 
festivals." 

An  instance  of  the  struggle  be- 
tween the  clergy  and  laity  In  this 
matter  of  "disporting"  In  church 
was  cited;  In  the  twelfth  century 
Abbot  Aelraed  of  Rievaulx  com- 
plained of  chanters  who  grimaced 
while  singing  the  sacred  offices  and 
imitated  the  sound  of  thunder  and 
neighing  horses. 

In  more  seemly  ways  than  this, 
anthems  and  sequences  were  dram- 
atized, until  out  of  them  the  mys- 
tery play  developed,  and  from  that 
the  carol. 

CAROL 

"The  fourteenth  and  fifteenth 
centuries  witnessed  the  gradual 
throwing  off  of  the  superstitious  be- 
liefs and  dreads  which  held  an 
ignorant  people  in  bondage,  and  the 
birth  of  a  folk  music,  which  was 
the  direct  antl  simple  expression  of 
an  equally  direct  and  simple  people, 
took  place,"  noted  Mr  Bulley.  This 
secular  spirit  eventually  invaded  the 
offices  of  the  church,  and  resulted 
in  the  dramatization  of  the  Bible 
stories  in  the  form  of  mystery  plays, 
which  were  passed  out  Into  every- 
day life,  taken  by  the  guilds,  and 
by  them  brought  to  perfection. 

The  carol  continued  to  flourish 
through  the  sixteenth  century  and 
until  recrudescence  of  Puritanism, 
in  a  new  form,  suppressed  it  again 
in  the  seventeenth.  In  1644  the  un- 
fortunate people  of  England  had  to 
keep  Christmas  Day  as  a  fast  be- 
cause It  fell  on  a  Wednesday,  the 
last  in  the  month,  the  day  which 
the  Long  Parliament  had  ordered 
to  be  kept  as  a  fast. 

Most  carols  known  to  the  present 
day  were  composed  during  the  two 
and  a  half  centuries  between  'in- 
time  of  Chaucer's  death  (1400).  and 
the  ejection  of  Robert  Herrlck  from 
his  Devonshire  vicarage  by  Oliver 
Cromwell  in  1847.  The  old  masques 
and  carols  were  not  revived  after 
the  Restoration,  and  the  eighteenth 
century  was  notable  for  only  two 
carols  of  merit.  "While  Shepherds 
Watched"  <Nahum  Tatej.  and  an 
alteration  of  Charles  Wesley's  "Hark 
the  Herald  Angels  Sing  " 

The  folk  carol  had  only  been  pre- 
served In  the  memory  of  the  people 
and  through  the  annual  publication 
of  broad  sheets  of  uidlfterent  ex- 
actitude. 

The  carol  was  on  the  verge  of 
extinction  when  in  1822  Davles  OU- 
bert  published  a  modern  edition  of 
traditional  carols.  The  next  col- 
lector was  Sandys.  Subsequent  pub- 
lications were  of  poor  quality,  as 
were  many  of  the  carol  publications 
of  today.  Not  until  the  middle  of 
the  last  century  was  any  serious  at- 
tempt made  to  discover  and  preserve 
the  traditional  carol,  but  since  then 
several  scholars  had  lent  their  serv- 
ices to  the  collection  of  these  old 
songs,  with  the  excellent  results 
found  In  the  "Oxford  Book  of 
Carols."

Mr  Bulley  quoted  the  Oxford  edi- 
tion's definition  of  a  carol,  as  "% 
song  with  a  religious  Impulse  that 
Is  simple,  hilarious,  popular  and  mod- 
ern, generally  spontaneous  and 
direct  In  expression,  with  a  sim- 
plicity of  form  that  causes  them 
sometimes  to  ramble  on  like  a  bal- 
lad." To  his  own  mind  the  word 
carol  conjured  up  a  picture  of 
Christmas  with  its  groups  of  merry 
singers  and  bands  of  nondescript 
character,  the  latter  pardonable  and 
their  wrong  notes  negllbible  because 
of  the  "happy  state  of  mind  with 
which  we  usually  listen,  and  In 
which  the  first  carols  were 
celved." 

Among  the  carols  which 
sung  during  the  evening  were  "The 
Holly  and  the  Ivy,"  to  the  original 
words  to  which,  others  "of  pagan 
origin."  have  been  added  in  recent 
times  by  Cecil  Sharp*  and  others; 
a  second  carol,  the'  original  tune  of 
which  is  heard  in  "Falstaff.  a  fifth 
century  French  tune;  "Old  Wasaall 
Cup,"  "Oood  King  Wencealaa"  (the 
tune  of  which  was  originally  known 
as  The  Spring  Carol,"  the  words 
of  which  Mr  Bulley  sang).

Glacier    House.    Veteran  Wooden 
Hotel  in  Selklrks.  Will  He  Re- 
placed by  Stone  Hostelry 

Glacier  House,  on  the  Illrclllewaet 
River,  in  the  Selklrks,  ceased  to  exist 
about  November  22  last,  when  the 
contractor,  Mr.  H  McHugh.  of  Cal- 
gary, completed  the  wrecking  of  the 
old  rambling  wooden  hotel.  All  lum- 
ber, doors,  windows,  pipes,  radiators, 
stoves  and  other  fittings  worth  re- 
moving were  shipped  away  by  train, 
and  fire  was  set  to  all  rubbish  left 
The  ground  was  completely  cleared 
and  the  site  left  as  near  as  possible 
as  it  was  before  the  small  hotel  was 
built  in  1887  as  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  refreshment  room,  there 
being  no  dining  cars  at  that  time. 

During  last  July  the  old  moun- 
taineers attending  the  camp  of  the 
Alpine  Club  of  Canada  at  Rogers 
Pass  watched  the  wrecking  of  the 


dear  old  mountain  home  with  sor- 
row. The  many  happy  seasons  when 
Glacier  was  managed  by  the  late 
Mrs.  J.  M.  Young  were  also  recalled 
with  pleasure. 

Glacier  House  was  closed  at  the 
end  of  the  1925  season,  so  that, 
starting  In  1887.  the  House  had  been 
open  for  thirty-eight  seasons  for 
visitors  to  this  secluded  and  narrow 
valley  high  up  in  the  Selkirk  Moun- 
tains. The  season  of  1916  was  the 
last  in  which  the  trains  passed  by 
the  hotel  door.  The  Connaught 
Tunnel  was  opened  for  traffic  on 
December  6.  1916  In  the  next 
season  a  horse  stage  took  on  the 
transportation  to  the  hotel  from 
the  new  Glacier  station  many  hun- 
dred feet  below. 

The  Department  of  the  Interior 
has  recently  decided  that  the  new 
transcontinental  motor  road  Is  to 
avoid  Olacler  Park  bv  following  the 
Great  Bend  of  the  Columbia.  This 
will  enable  this  national  park  to 
be  preserved  as  the  one  holiday 
Alpine  area  free  from  motor  traffic. 

It  Is  the  Intention  of  the  CP  R 
hotel  department  to  erect  a  modern 
stone  mountain  hotel  of  under  two 
hundred  rooms  as  soon  as  possible 
It  will  probably  be  rectangular  and 
placed  on  the  flat  ground  where 
was  the  old  lawn,  so  as  to  be  clear 
of  the  forest  fire  hazard,  and  eco- 
nomical to  manage.

Professor  W.  T.  Waugh  stated  ln 
his  third  and  concluding  lecture  of 
the  series  celebrating  the  500th 
anniversary  of  the  triumph  of  the 
famous  French  maid.  The  lecture, 
given  in  Moyse  Hall  at  McOill  Uni- 
versity. Montreal,  was  on  "Joan's 
Capture.  Trial  and  Death." 

Joan  was  captured  by  Burgundlan 
soldiers  while  she  was  out  on  one 


of  her  daring  sorties.  A  few  montlis 
after  her  capture  she  was  handed 
over  to  the  English.  Two  months 
later,  on  January  9.  1431.  her  trial 
commenced. 

Contrary  to  what  Is  often  thought 
the  English  did  not  play  an  im- 
portant part  ln  her  trial.  The 
prosecution.  conducted  by  the 
Bishop  of  Beauvals.  ln  whose  dio- 
cese she  was  captured,  was  assisted 
by  100  learned  men,  theologians, 
lawyers  and  clergy,  of  whom  only 
six  were  English. 

Near  the  end  of  May.  In  the 
same  year,  Joan  was  told  that  she 
was  to  spend  the  rest  of  her  days 
in  prison. 

At  first  she  submitted  to  the  sen- 
tence, but  six  days  after  she  started 
agitating   for   her   freedom.  This 


time  the  sentence  was  more  severe 
She  was  condemned  to  be  burned 
at  the  stake. 

She  should  be  honored,  not  be- 
cause she  wn.  successful  ln  freeing 
France,  for  this  was  not  accom- 
plished until  twenty-two  years 
later,  but  for  what  she  was- -her 
simplicity  and  sincerity,  and  for 
her  devotion  to  King  and  country, 
the  speaker  stated.

Estimates  Just  prepared  by  the 
Milwaukee  Railway  to  show  prob- 
able expenditures  In  1930.  Indicate 
the  railroad  will  contribute  to  the 
business  activities  of  the  United 
States  next  year  a  total  of  over 
$150,000,000.  according  to  Mr.  A.  P. 
Chapman,  Jr ,  agent  here  for  the 
railway. 

This  sum  Includes  the  cost  of 
300  ore  cars.  600  flat  cars.  700  box 
cars.  1,000  gondolas  and  750  stock 
cars,  orders  for  which.  It  Is  expected 
will  be  placed  shortly.  It  also  In- 
cludes expenditures  for  new  pas- 
senger cars,  which  will  be  built  In 
company  shops,  and  a  considerable 
amount  of  new  work  equipment. 

The  Milwaukee  Railway  also  plans 
to  purchase  fifteen  freight  loco- 
motives, in  addition  to  fifteen  high- 
speed passenger  locomotives  which 
are  now  being  constructed.  The 
new  equipment  referred  to  will  cost 
between  $10,000,000  and  $11. 000.000.

TOKIO    <By   Mall). — A   plan  to 
I  forward  Japanese  raw  silk  to  Europe 
by  way  of  Siberia  with  the  object 
of   discarding   sundry   obstacles  to 
present  commercial  dealings  and  ex- 
tending markets  In  European  coun- 
tries has  been  considered  by  the 
Central  Silk  Association    For  many 
I  years  the  association  has  been  con- 
templating the  Increase  of  raw  silk 
I  for  shipment  abroad  other  than  to 
|  the  United  States.  In  point  of  the 
|  bearing  of  burden  of  money  Interest 
for  the  transit  of  cargo  and  har- 
monization of  risk  caused  by  the 
|  fluctuation  of  silk  prices,  the  over- 
land transportation  Is  considered  to 
be   more    advantageous    than  the 
maritime  shipment.  A  movement  to 
carry  through  the  project  will  be 
started  by  the  association  with  var- 
ious   European    countries  tltrough 
the  Government  with  particular  ref- 
erence   to    the    through  railway 
traffic. 

The  raw  silk  shipment  at  present 
ts  carried  out  by  the  Nippon  Yusen 
Kaisha's  regular  European  liners 
and  others,  although  part  of  It  ts 
being  done  through  transshipment 
through  America.  It  takes  about 
forty-five  days  for  the  shipment  to 
Europe. 

The  shipment  by  the  Siberian 
Railway  takes  only  two  wPeks.  near- 
ly one-third  of  the  period  required 
for  the  maritime  transportation.  The 
railway  freight  is  higher  than  the 
steamer  rate  but  this  will  be  made 
good  by  preclusion  of  possible  risks  I 
to  be  caused  by  the  fluctuation  of 
silk  price  during  a  longer  period  of 
transit  and  also  by  the  less  amount 
of  monetary  burden  to  be  borne  by 
shippers. 

The  only  difficulty  Is  that  what 
attitude  Insurance  companies  will 
take  for  the  Siberian  Railway  ship- 
ment, because  of  unsafe  conditions 
In  Siberia  and  Russia.  If  the  safety 
of  transportation  Is  secured.  Insur- 
ance companies  will  be  willing  to 
underwrite  the  cargo.  Another  thing 
that  blocks  this  plan  from  being 
realized  at  once  Is  that  the  Interna- 
tional dispute  between  Soviet  Rus- 
sia and  China  still  continues  over 
the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway,  and 
this  la  not  expected  to  be  solved 
Immediately  under  prevailing  cir- 
cumstances. 

Joint  efforts  of  the  Government, 
South  Manchuria  Railway  Company 
and  others  are  necessary  for  the 
realization  of  the  plan.  Japanese

The  visit  of  Soviet  warships  to 
Oerman  ports  has  given  the  Oerman 
experts  some  opportunity  for  ob- 
servation, and  the  result  seems  to 
be.  in  the  circumstances,  fairly  sat- 
isfactory. The  modern  cruiser 
Proftntern  was  hermetically  sealed 
while  It  was  in  Oerman  waters,  for 
there  are,  it  was  said,  too  many  new 
Inventions  on  board,  and  even  the 
Oerman  "Red  Front"  deputation 
that  wished  to  pay  its  respects  to 
the  Soviet  naval  men  was  brusquely 
refused  admission. 

There  are.  again,  different  ranks 
in  the  Russian  Navy,  and  the  of- 
ficers' corps  is  constituted  on  the 
model  of  the  French  Revolutionary 
officers.  There  are  ex-Czarlst  of- 
ficers and  ensigns  in  It.  ex-non- 
commLssioned  officers  and  sailors  of 
the  old  navy,  and  the  younger  gen- 
eration from  the  Soviet  training 
ships  and  war  schools.  These  mod- 
ern Russian  officers  compare  better 
with  those  of  other  navies  than  did 
those  in  the  old  elegant  Czarist 
Navy.  It  was  reported  that  oppor- 
tunities are  given  to  enable  men 
among  the  sailors  to  Rdvance  into 
the  officers'  ranks. 

The  system  of  placing  political 
commissars  among  and  over  the 
officers  seems  to  have  been  grad- 
ually dropped,  and  Moscow  is  said 
I  to  be  pleased  that  the  authority  of 
the  officers  themselves  has  become 
so  pronounced.  The  sailors  that 
seen  were  all  young  but  they 
not  allowed  any  land  leave, 
and  care  was  taken  that  there  wan 
no  contact  with  Oerman  sailors 
They  were  lithe,  as  was  noticed 
when  they  exercised  on  deck,  and 
seemed  to  do  their  work  conscien- 
tiously and  well.  They  have  a  band 
on  board,  and  books  are  distributed 
among  them 

In  regard  to  the  material  of  the 
Russian  warships  the  German  ex- 
perts are  skeptical.  Only  a  part  of 
the  Baltic  Fleet  could  be  renovated, 
and  that  shows  the  effect  of  rust.

LONDON  (By  Mall  I  —Experiments 
have  been  made  with  a  system  of 
optical  direction  signals  at  sea  The 
new  direction  Indicators  are  sim- 
ilar to  those  used  for  motor-car 
traffic,  and  consist  of  lighted  ar- 
rows.
